*Irſt,if the Carres and Carre-Roomes ſhould be without gouernment,then would the 
ſtreets bee continually peſtred with vngouerned Carres, which could not fo well and 
ſo orderly be reſtrained from ſtopping vp the paſſages. 
. Secondly,the King and his people, 1f the wharfingers haue Carres at their will, ſhall 
bee vnduly ſerued; namely the King with carrages and fewell. and the people with 
fewell:for then they might breake the afſiſe of fewell at their pleaſure without controule. 

Thirdly, if the parties of other Companics ſhould nor be tranſlated tothe Companie 
of Wood-mongers, then the gouernment of Wood-mongers and their Carres and 
Carre-Roomes, would bee of no effec, in regard they would be ſubiect to the gouern- _ 
ment of other Companies,and not to theirs. | 
* Fouvurthly, if that time out of minde a Carre-Roome is parcell of the ſubſtance and 
goods of the owner of the Carre-Roomes, then the ſaid Company doe hold it without 
Lawe and Reaſon they ſhould betooke from them without due Conſideration. 

Fiftly,the parties Complainants, and which ſeeke to have this Bill paſſe, haue already 
fould their Carre-Roomes for valuable Conſideration : and therefore they firmly hope; 
there is no Cauſe now they ſhould haue Carre-Roomes to their wharfes againe forno-. 
thing. 

Sil , the men,women and children, whichnoware maintained by theſe Carres and 
Fans +06 are three thouſand atleaſt in number : all which will periſh for euer, if 
their goods in that manner bee taken away from them : And both his Maieſtie in 
ſeruice,the poore children in Chriſts Hoſpitall,the Citty in gouernment, and the whole 
 Companie in their greevance in generall.ſhall all of them truely find it; As the Companie 
vpon their aunſwere will euer bereadie to maintaine. : = 'S
